I have been searching for the 
fundamental fact that converted 
Europe to believe in us. Hetore this 
war Europe did not believe in us as 
she does now.

She seems really to 
have believed that we were holding 
off use We thought we could 
make more by staying out than by 
going in. And all of a sudden, in 
la short months, the whole 
verdict ig reversed.

A DELIGHTFUL REVENGE.

of those traditions of learning, I 
felt very young indeed. I told them 
that I had one of the délightful re- 
venges that sometimes come to 8 
man. Ali my life I had heard men 
speak with a sort of condescension 
of ideals and of idealists, and par- 
ticularly those separated, en- 
cloistered persons whom they choose 
to term academic, who were in the 
habit of uttering ideals in the ‘ree 
atmosphere when they clash with 
nobody in particalar. 

And I ald I have had this sweet 
revenge. Speaking with perfect 
frankness in the name of the »veo- 
ple of the United States I have ut- 
tered as the objects of this creat war 
ideals, and nothing but ideals. and 
the war has been won by that in- 
spiration. Men were fighting with 
tense muscle and loWered head until! 
they came to realize those things, 
feeling they were fighting for their 
lives and their country, and when 
these accenta of what it was all 
about reached them from America 
they lifted their heads, they raised 
their eyes to heaven, when they saw 
men in khaki coming across the seas 
in the Spirit of crusaders and they 
found that these were strange men, 
reckless of danger not only, but 
reckless because they seemed to see 
something that made that danger 
worth while. Men have testified to 
me in Burope that our mean were 

by somethin that they 
could only call religious fervor 
They were not ifke any of the orner 
soldiers. They had a vision, they 
had a dream, and they were ficht- 
ing in the dream, and fichting in the 
dream they turned the whole tide of 
battle and it never came back. 

One of our American humoriets, 
meeting the criticism that American 
soldiers were not trained long 
enough, sald: “It takes only half as 
long to train an American soldier 
as any other, because you only have 
to train him one way. and he di’ 
only go only one way, and he never 
came back until he could do it when 
he pleased. 

OUR BURDEN. 

And now do you realize that this 
confidence we have established 
throughout the world imposes a bur- 
den upon us—it you choose to call 
ita burden. It is one of those bur- 
dens which any nation ought to be 
proud to carry. Any man who re- 
siete the present tides that run in the 
world will find himeelf thrown up- 
on a shore so high and barren that 
it will seem as if he had been sep- 
arated from humenkind forever. 

The Burope that I left the other 
day is full of something that it had 
never felt an ite heart 80 full de- 
fore. It was full of hope. The 
Europe of the second year of the 
war, the Europe of the third year 
of the war, was sinking to a sort of 
stubborn desperation. ey did not 
eee any great thing to be echieved 
even when the war should de won. 
They hoped there would be some 
malvage: they hoped that they could 
clear their territories of invading 
armies: they hoped they could set 
up their homes and start their in- 
dustries afresh.

LEWIS DEFENDS 


PEACE LEAGUE. 


Monroe Doctrine. 


Asserts People Approve Wil- 
son’s Undertaking. 


A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 24.— The 
first address in the Senate In defense 
of the proposed constitution of the 
League of Nations was delivered to- 
day by Senator Lewis of Illinois, 
Democratic whip, who took issue 
with the recent criticisms made by 
Senators Borah of Idaho, Republic- 
an, and Reed of Missouri, Democrat. 

Speaking for nearly two hours, 
Senator Lewis denied contentions of 
opponents of the league that it 
would abrogate the Monroe Doc- 
trine, that it was a departure from 
the principles of Washington and 
Jefferson; that it would dictate 
world armament, and that America 
would be outvoted by the United 
Kingdom. An immense overflow au- 
dience listened intently to the speech 
and vigorously applauded when the 
Illinois Senator concluded. 

Senator Lewis's address is to be 
followed soon by many other dis 
cussions of the league. Senator 
Owen of Oklahoma, Democrat, and 
Cumming of Iowa, Republican, will 
speak Wednesday, and the debate is 
expected to continue daily until Con- 
Gress adjourns one week from to- 
morrow. Senator Sherman of In- 
nois, Republican, announced today 
that he would make an address 
Wednesday. 

In the - today Representative 
Lundeen of Minnesota, Republican, 
introduced a resolution proposing a 
national referendum on the league 
to be called by the Secretary of State 
within thirty days after its formal 
submission to the Senate. The pro- 
posal for an expression of popular 
opinion on the league was referred 
— by — Lewis in concluding 


remar 

“It win be before the American 
people,” he Illinois Senator said. 
“The people will pass on this docu- 
ment in the form of a treaty and 
through their representatives. But 
it also will have the added advantage 
in that its distinguished champion 
will go to his countrymen with the 
truth. And they will approve of his 
undertaking, as they have everything 
with which he has gone to them. 
Yes, the people will de.” 

Senator Reed spoke bri when 
Senator Lewis concluded. @ said 
that, if the member's argu- 
ment was correct, the league would 
not have power to limit American 
armament, and aaded: 

“If that is the case the chief argu- 
ment for the league is withdrawn, 
and the chief reason for its existence 
doed not appear to exist.” 

Senator wis d@igressed greatly 
from his prepared address. He 
analyged in detail the arguments of 
Senators Borah and Reed, and also 
declared that in May, 1916, Repub- 
ican Leader Lodge had spoken in 
su of the league plan. 

Replying to the argument that the 
league would contravene the Mon- 

Doctrine, Benator Lewis de-

Action to pave the way for the 
introduction of a bill prerosing a 
third bond issue for State highway 
construction was taken by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Roads and High- 
ways, A subcommittee was appoint- 
ed to arrange for a joist hearing 
by the Senate and Assembly high- 
way committees on all bills carrying 
appropriations for highway con- 
structicns, with @ view to ¢etermin- 
ing what projects should be incorpo- 
rate] in the bill proposing a bond 
sue. There was no iniication of 
the umount that would be asked 
in the bill providing for the bond 
issue, but at previous heerings on 
the subject amounts ranging from 
$20,000,000 to $20,000,000 have 
been suggested. 

Members of the Senate commit- 
tem expressed themeelves as in favor 
of taking no action on appropria- 
tion measures before the committee 
until after the joint hearing. 

The committee also decided to de-

Khabarovsk district which caused 
protests to be made by Gen. Graves 
to Gen. Otani, the Japanese coni- 
mander-in-chief. 

Japanese now claim that the 
equipment of these Cossack troops 
belongs to them. Up to this time, 
Gen. Graves has not been inclined to 
concede this vlaim without «assur- 
ances that the men when released 
will not be the victim of Kalmi- 
koff's vengeance.

Violation of International Law

IRISH ENVOY ARRIVES. 


Zan O'Cealligh presented himself 
to the Peace Conference today as 
“the accredited envoy of the provi- 
sional government of the Irish re- 
public.” 

O’Cealligh has sent to Premier 
Clemenceau, to Paul Dutasta, secre- 
tary-general of the Peace Confer- 
ence, and to each delegate a letter 
in which he brings to their notice 
the claim of his government, im the 
name of the Irish nation, for “in- 
ternational recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Ireland and for the ad- 
mission of Ireland as a constituent 
member of the League of Nations.” 

The communication was accom- 
panied in each case by copies of the 
Irish declaration of independence of 
January 21, and the message of 
greetings from “the nation of Ire- 
land“ to the rest of the world. 

In his letter, O’Cealligh states that 
Prof, De Valera, Arthur Griffith and 
Count Plunkett have been delegated 
by the National Assembly to present 
a statement to the Peace Confer- 
ence and to the League of Nations 
in the name of the Irish people. He 
asks a date be fixed for the recep- 
tion of the men. 

Ever since it was declared the 
Irish would send delegates to the 
Peace Conference, it has been gen- 
erally understood here that their cre- 
dentials would come before the Com- 
mittee on Credentials in the same 
manner as those of any other per- 
sons applying for recognition. 
REPARATION TO BE RUSHED. 

The Peace Conference Commission 
on Reparations today decided to ex- 
pedite the work of the first and sec- 
ond subcommittees, charged, respec- 
tively, with questions of the valua- 
tion of damages and a study of 
means of —— and tfie financial 
capacity of enemy countries.

| general strike had been called in the indus- 


trial centers to protest against the Bolshe- 
vist domination. The Bolshevist politicians 
were running the shops and paying the 
workers in paper currency issued by the 
government. But the workers found the 
paper without value; it was the promissory 
note of a bankrupt. Russia is sick, Ul unto 
death, of confiscation. It began with para- 
des like the one witnessed bere Saturday: 
the end is an equality of misery which typt- 
fies the greatest crime perpetrated by a 
government, not on the rich, but on the 
working classes. 

It is high time that the working classes 
learned to distinguish between pbrases 
and facts. Despite the clamors against 
wealth, it remains the measure of prosper- 
ity of a people. In the countries that have 
the greatest assessed valuation wages are 
the highest and the living conditions of 
the masses are thé best. Thrift is essential 
to the well-being of a people; confiscation 
fe ite negation. Mexico offers an example 
right at our doors. For two years the gov- 
ernment bas been operated under a con- 
stitution that, like that of the Bolsheviki, 
permits a confiscation of wealth through 
seizure and taxation. Since then there has 
been a hiatus of capital and capiains of in- 
dustry. The government took over mines, 
off fields and rafiroads. But government 
operation proved a disastrous failure. The 
visible wealth of the country disappeared, 
consumed by the politiclans or banished. 
@ greatest known 
exican delegates

| Judging from the pictures we are 
shown in the papers from day to day this 
big Peace Conference is also making the 
world safe for the fourquart beancuard. 
At any rate, no statesman is photographed 
in these times unless accompanied by his 
Plug hat. He either bas it deftly balanced 
on his dome or else is gracefully waving it 
at the cheering populace. 

“Hand me that silk bonnet, James,” the 
Premier will exclaim to bis valet, and when 
he puts it on the eminent publicist is 
dressed for anything from a.cribbage game 
to the trial of the Hohenzolierns. Our own 
President used to wear a Fedora, or even 
a Scotch cap, with a good deal of careless 
ease, and both became him right well, but 
it appears now that he and bis stove-pipe 
helmet are inseparable companions. It is 
almost certain that he sleeps in his lid, for 
he is shown with it before breakfast and 
alter bedtime. It takes a lot of practice to 
be able to snooze comfortably and bappily 
in a night cap buflt on the lines of a butter 
crock and lote of folks would think it not 
worth while to learn, but it is all in the 
days work with a trained statesman, and 
the silken tile becomes as much of the 
man as the gold fillings to his back teeth.

HASTY LOVER. 

The State Assembly is inclined to con- 
sider with great favor the amendment to 
the marriage license law submitted by a 
los Angeles jurist. This amendment vir- 
tually requires a public declaration of in- 
tention on the part of candidates for matri- 
mony. There would have to be a ten-day 
notice before the county recorder and that 
official would be required to keep an open 
register and record of such declaration. 
The lMeense could only be issued on the 
presentation of the certificate of the re- 
corder that this provision had been com- 
plied with. The register of the recorder 
should be indexed and kept open and acces- 
sible to the public at all times. Of course 
the intent and purpose of the law is to 
make hasty marriages impossible so far as 
the State of California is concerned. Lo 
ers who wanted quick action might speed 
over to Arizona and get spliced, but they 
couldn't motor out to Santa Ana and have 
it all done up in the space of a couple of 
hours. Neither could they step from the 
license bureau to a justice shop and be tied 
up without any of the friends or relatives 
knowing a thing about it. 

Judge Taft, who sponsors the law. says 
the amendment is necessary to protect the 
people from the climate.

THE GULF OF CALIFORNIA. 

Several food fishes of the Atlantic occur 
also in the Gulf of California. Among these 
may be mentioned Spanish mackerel, chub, 
mackerel, mullet, jack, crevally and jew- 
fish, but there are Many native fishes of im- 
portance. One of these, locally known as 
“sea bass” and “totuava,” is the largest of 
the weak-fishes, reaching a weight of 175 
pounds, and is a splendid food fish. We 
found it abundant at the head of the gulf. 
Specimens taken with heavy cod gear had 
to be pulled aboard with the aid of gaffs. 
three of them weighing 79. 82 and 110 
pounds, respectively. This fish enters the 
mouth of the Colorado, where itt is some- 
times taken by spearing. Another weak- 
fish, called “blueish” in Southern Califor- 
nia, is abundant. The excellent “pezdegal- 
lo” is abundant in the upper part of the 
gulf and reaches a length of four feet. 
Among the more or less common fishes are 
barracuda, yellow-tail and grouper. Mullet 
of large size are plentiful at the mouth of 
the Colorado, running up the river as far 
as there is brackish water. 

A few angler yachtemen from California 
have found their way into the u part of 
the gulf and enjoyed the best of sport with 
rod and reel. 

Oysters. not distinguishable from those 
of our Atlantic States, are abundant at sev- 
eral points and exist as far north as Georges 
Bay. Green turtles deposit their exes in 
the sands about the mouth of the Colorado, 
while whales and porpoises may be seen al. 
most daily. LaPaz, on the lower gulf, is 
the center of a pearl fishery which has 
been conducted ever since its discovery by 
the Spaniards. The inexhaustible salt de- 
posit of Carmen Island has been worked

of the world. There are over eighty 
thousand of them within the city 
limits, and the shakes and shingles 
used in their construction if laid end 
to end would reach from here to 
Venug by way of Mars. The first 
man who put up a bungalow ip Los 
Angeles had hope: the second one 
had faith and the third had charity— 
for the feelings of his neighbors. He 
didn’t want to flaunt his prosperity 
and so he built his house much like 
theire—and yet did you ever see 
two bungalows exactly alike? There 
are over two thousand bungalows 
in the city built from the same set 
of plans and yet there is some little 
trick of difference in the finishing 
or decoration that will enablé a man 
to pick out his own home on the 
darkest night that ever was. 

Things like that never happen fn 
Los Angeles, although hectic and in- 
flamed headline writers sometimes 
fina delight in referring to certain 
bungalows es “love nests” or “‘soul- 
mate cosies.” 

But mainly that ts fiction or the 
movies. : 

In any campaign that has for its 
motive that every man should own 
his own home the fair city of Los 
Angeles would have a fiying start. 
It is already the champion home 
owning town of the universe. This 
was largely due to the activities of 
the genial real estate gentlemen. If 
a prospect had four dollars in mon- 
ey and a position de was not al- 
lowed to get away. He might lose 
his job, bat not the real estate agent. 
If a man had as much as one hun- 
dred dollars the agent would build 
him a bungalow to order and then 
provide it with one sweet-faced wife, 
a disappearing bed, a set of kitchen 
utensils and a Leghorn hen. The 
hen and the real estate man would 
both lay for him. 

To many people from the Fast 
the ease and simplicity with which 
a home was acquired was 80 at- 
tractive that they could not refrain 
from indulging. One smart Aleck 
from Quincy, Il, said that he could 
keep three domestic establishments 
in Los Angeles easier and cheaper 
than he could one back in the old 
town.

While City Attorney Albert Lee 
Stephens is noncommittal. his closest 
friends declared yesterday that he 
will be a candidate for re-election.

Mr. James has let it be known that 
he would be a candidate if his su- 
perior officer witnaraws from the 
race, but Mr. Robertson has never 
made a definite announcement. To 
win, Mr. James, no doubt, realizes 
that he must have the solid backing 
of the present office force. How- 
ever, he is on the best of terms with 
“Judge” Stephens and if the latter 
is a candidate Mr. James unques- 
tionably will gracefully withdraw. 

City Attorney Stephens has held 
the position for three terms. Be- 
fore being elected to tmat office he 
served as a justice of the peace. He 
is very well known in the city and 
has a large roliowing of strong 
friends. 

The City Attorney has long aepired 
to appointment or election to tre Su- 
perior Court bench, and his dream 
would have been realized a few 
months ago, but for an unusual 
chain of circumstances, which made 
his appointment illogical.

Next Saturday is the first day 
upon which would-be candidates for 
municipal offices may circulate their 
nominating petitions. The petitions 
must be registered within th days 
of the election, Tuesday, y 2. 
While tnere probably will be many 
aspirants ror the Council, it is not 
believed the list will be as long as 
it was two years ago. 

It was reported yesterday that R.

Did it to Treat Sweetheart, 
Who Loved Beach Life. 


Counterfeits Signature to Buy 
a Saxophone. 


A sweetheart who loved the bright 
beach lights, and a $50-a-month sal- 
ary that wouldn't stretch, were the 
reasons for his downfall given by 
Edward Arthur Flippen, 15 years 
old, when he was arrested yester- 
day charged with a series of for- 
series. 

Handsome, well dressed and look- 
ing at least five years older than the 
age he claims, young Flippen sat in 
the office of Sergt. Marden of the 
Police juvenile bureau last evening 
and discussed the matter in the cool, 
calm tone of a man of the world. 


He came to Los Angeles several 
months ago and obtained a position 
in the mailing department of the 
Southern California Edison Company 
at Third street and Broadway. He 
lived at 2513 East Fourth street.
